Although Chaney teaches channels with expiration times, Chaney teaches selecting one 
video input to broadcast on the virtual channel, whereas the presently claimed invention 
broadcasts multiple streams of the videoconference on multiple virtual channels simultaneously. 
Caronni does not teach multicast sessions for a time period and selecting a virtual channel by 
requestor in response to a desired time period of communication by the requestor. Aziz does not 
teach the broadcasts multiple streams of the videoconferences on multiple virtual channels 
simultaneously.
